With top British stars Tom 
Adams, Gordon Jackson and 
Andrew Keir in the support- 
ing roles, the feature is just 
what the title suggests, a rip- 
roaring, action-packed, Six- 
teenth Century swashbuckler 
about a two-fisted son-of-Erin 
who singlehandedly unites the 
clans of Ireland, and leads 
them to glorious victory 
against Queen Elizabeth’s 
mercenaries. 


In brilliant Technicolor, the 
picture was directed by Irish- 
man Michael O’Herlihy. Bill 
Anderson co-produced the 
Buena Vista release with Walt 
Disney. 


THE STORY 
According to legend, a young 
prince, Hugh O’Donnell, has been 
chosen to unite the clans of Ireland 
against the centuries-old English 
oppression. 


His responsibility takes him 
through dungeons, castles, moats, 
swordfights and battles with the 
quarter staff, while he heroically 
wins back freedom for his beloved 
nation. 


Romance has a part in his life 
too, as the beautiful young Kath- 
leen McSweeney becomes his lady 
love, giving the young prince some- 
thing in addition to his country 
to fight for. 


The fiery young O’Donnell car- 
ries the action from beginning to 
end in the most exciting display of 
derring-do and fighting since the 
days, centuries ago, when this sort 
of action actually occurred on 
blood-stained Irish soil. 


The film story is a fictional ac- 
count, but is based on an authentic 
and significant slice of Irish his- 
tory about the real Prince Donegal, 
Red Hugh, and his fight against 
English oppression in the six- 
teenth century. Robert Westerby 
wrote the screenplay from a book 
by Robert T. Reilly, “Red Hugh, 
Prince of Donegal.” 


THE CAST 

Peter McEnery, the 25-year-old 
Shakespearean devotee whom Walt 
Disney picked to star as Red Hugh 
in “Donegal,” might have thought 
he was enrolling in a school of self 
defense when he signed to do the 
exciting motion picture, The spir- 
ited and athletic young English ac- 
tor finds himself swordfighting, 
fist-fighting, horseback riding and 
demonstrating the art of the quar- 
ter staff in the role of the fiery 
young rebel prince. 


In real life McEnery is just as 
active as he is on the screen. A 
devoted Shakespearean actor, he 
appeared at Stratford-upon-Avon 
in “The Merchant of Venice” and 
“The Jew of Malta” throughout the 
filming of “Donegal!” He would 
get up in the morning, go to the 
motion picture set, and after a full 
day there, drive to Stratford, a dis- 
tance of over 90 miles, just in time 
to put on his make-up for the stage 
performances. 


“It was a physical demand and 
a mental one,” he reflects, “but it 
had its advantages working in two 
different mediums. To be able to 
get away to a different atmos- 
phere, a different style of acting 
and actors, and different tech- 
niques, is very stimulating.” 


The capable young actor, whose 
film credits include “Tunes of 
Glory,” “The Victim,” “The Suite,” 
and an earlier one for Disney, “The 
Moon: Spinners,” is a stimulating 
individual himself, and whatever it 
is that makes the teenagers scream 
with delight, he has got it. 


Susah Hampshire, a_ beautiful 
young English girl with an all- 
English background and outlook, 
goes over to the insurgent Irish 
side in “Prince of Donegal,” as 
Kathleen McSweeney, and she isn’t 
stepping out of character one little

bit. In real life she is an adven- 
turess of a type that the real six- 
teenth century Irish hero would 
have admired and loved with the 
same fervor that Peter McEnery 
lends the character in the picture. 


When Susan’s not before the 
cameras she turns into a regular 
Amelia Earhart. For instance, a 
couple of years back, she decided 
to pay a visit to the late Dr, Albert 
Schweitzer at his hospital in the 
African jungle. Without telling 
anyone, she hopped a jet to Leo- 
poldville, took a light plane to the 
interior, a baat from there, and 
then walked the rest of the way. 
Upon arrival the great man invited 
her to be a guest for two weeks. 


And then, as “Donegal” produc- 
tion was winding up, she was mak- 
ing plans that would make a secret 
agent quail: a 7400-mile trip round 
the globe including Moscow and 
Peking, via the trans-Siberian rail- 
way, all by herself. 


“But before that,” she says, “I’m 
going to buy the house next door 
to the one I now own, and help 
builders and decorators knock the 
two houses into one.” 


One of Britain’s leading young 
actresses, she achieved interna- 
tional screen stardom under the 
Disney banner in “Thomasina.” Her 
long list of screen credits include, 
“Night Must Fall,” “ Wonderful 
Life,” “Idle on Parade,” and, on 
stage, “Expresso Bongo,” ‘Follow 
That Girl,” and the long running 
success, “Past Imperfect.” 


Tom Adams, the witty and highly 
talented young English actor who 
was seen regularly on the “Emer- 
gency Ward Ten” television show, 
portrays the young Irish clansman 
Henry O’Neill in the exciting pic- 
ture. At 27 years old, he is actor 
and natural athlete, keeping him- 
self in perfect physical shape by 
actively participating in several 
different sports, his favorite of 
which are cricket and “just plain 
old running.” 


“Donegal” is Adams’ first film 
for Disney, but he has many im- 
portant screen credits behind him 
including “The Great Escape” and 
“Licensed to Kill,” the latter a sa- 
tire on the James Bond character. 


One of Britain’s busiest actors is 
Gordon Jackson, who plays the 
Irish-hating Englishman, Captain 
Leeds, in the Sixteenth Century 
swasher, marking his first “heavy” 
role. 


Says Gordon, “In 50 films I’ve 
always been the clean potato. Now 
I’m the baddie for the first time— 
and enjoying myself immensely.” 


Jackson has chalked up credits in 
“The Ipcress File,” “Mutiny on the 
Bounty,” “Those Magnificent Men 
in Their Flying Machines,” and, in 
an earlier one for Disney, ‘“Grey- 
friers Bobby.” 


Andrew Keir, a king-sized Scots 
actor with an impressive flair for 
rugged roles, plays the fearless 
leader of an Irish clan in the ac- 
tion-packed motion picture. 


A burly, bearded giant who was 
first discovered for motion pictures 
in the coal mines of Scotland at 
the age of 20, he has had count- 
less stage roles. He started doing 
bit parts at the Glasgow Citizens 
Theatre, then went to London for 
West End plays, films, and tele- 
vision. Now, at 42, he has piled up 
recent stage credits like “A Man 
For All Seasons,” “Maggie May” 
and, in motion pictures, “Lord 


Jim,’ “Fall of the Roman Em- 
pire,” and “Cleopatra.” 


Others who chalk up impressive 
performance points in “Donegal” 
are Maurice Roeves in the role of 
a young prison boy; Maire Ni- 
Ghrainne, Moire O’Neill and Fi- 
delma Murphy as three young col- 
leens who shelter the young prince 
in a tense situation; Donal McCann 
as a young prisoner who helps 
Hugh escape from Dublin castle, 
and Richard Leech as leader of 
the rugged clan O’Neill. 


THE DIRECTOR 


No motion picture director could 
be more perfectly suited to Disney’s 
Irish adventure than the adven- 
turous Irishman, Michael O’Her- 
lihy, whose skills join forces with 
his love of Ireland to maestro the 
exciting picture, his first full length 
cinema venture. 


In 1957, on the advice of his 
screen star brother, Dan O’Herlihy, 
Michael sailed to America in a 30 
foot boat to seek his fortune in 
Hollywood. In those early years he 
worked in any movie capacity he 
could find, including one stint as 
dialogue coach on Disney’s “Darby 
O’Gill and the Little People.” 


Whether it was the “luck of the 
Irish” or not, television soon gave 
him a directing opportunity, and he 
has been piling up credits ever 
since. Some of his more recent di- 
recting jobs were for such series as 
“The Man From U.N.C.L.E.”, “Mr. 
Novak,” and “Dr. Kildare.” 


THE SETS 


When Walt discovered there were 
no Elizabethan castles in the proper 
condition or authentic enough for 
filming in the Sixteenth Century 
swashbuckler, he enlisted the serv- 
ices of a pro set designer, Maurice 
Carter, and instructed him to build 
two castles and a streets-of-Dublin 
area on the back lot of Pinewood 
Studios in London, England. The 
result was one of the most au- 
thentic sets of its kind in the an- 
nals of moviedom. 


The job consisted of creating 
moats, dungeons, towers, winding 
stairways, battlements, and elabo- 
rately decorated baronial halls in 
such a manner that the cast would 
actually feel the sixteenth century 
atmosphere, from musty smells to 
cobwebbed dungeon cells. 


A tapestry, painted by artist 
Alan Evans and depicting a color- 
ful banquet scene, took months to 
complete and got exactly one min- 
ute’s time in the picture, just for 
extra authenticity. 


THE MUSIC 


The stirring musical score, writ- 
ten by songwriter George Bruns, 
is also from the pages of Irish his- 
tory, having its origin in the 1500’s 
and telling the story as the picture, 
that of the powerful clan O’Don- 
nell and their fiery young prince, 
Red Hugh. 


According to Bruns, “The music 
was inspired by an ancient Irish 
folk song, ‘O’Donnell Aboo,’ which 
was written in the middle sixteenth 
century and is full of references to 
the powerful clan and their leader, 
Red Hugh.” 


The compositions ranged from 
the exciting and stirring “Onward,” 
to a sentimental pastorale, “I Love 
Ireland,” to the beautiful and ro- 
mantic “Irish Love Song.” 


“These three songs provide the 
basis for all of the music in the pic- 
ture,” says the talented composer. 


WALT DISNEY’S ‘DONEGAL’ IS KEY TO 
STARDOM FOR YOUNG PETER McENERY 


There is no formula for Hol- 
lywood stardom, but probably 
the closest thing to it, for a 
masculine type of actor, is to 
be cast in the role of swash- 
buckler. 


Stars like Tyrone Power, 
Douglas Fairbanks, Jr., Errol 
Flynn and Stewart Granger, 
for example, rose to fame and 
fortune in pictures like “Cap- 
tain from Castile,” “Captain 
Blood,” “The Three Mus- 
keteers” and “Scaramouche.” 
But somewhere along the line 
their flashing swords were 
sheathed and the soap operas 
and big screen epics took over. 


Now Walt Disney, who prefers 
to set trends rather than follow 
them, brings high adventure and 
derring-do back to the motion-pic- 
ture screen in his action-packed 
period drama, “The Fighting Prince 
of Donegal,” and with it, a bril- 
liant young English actor who is 
certain to join the ranks of Flynn 
and company. His name is Peter 
McEnery, and whatever it is that 
makes the teenagers scream with 
delight, he has got it. 


Disney first realized that fact 
when he cast McEnery opposite 
Hayley Mills in a suspense-mys- 
tery feature titled “The Moon- 
Spinners.” Although virtually un- 
known to American audiences at 
the time, McEnery received just 
about as much fan mail as The 
Beatles after the picture was re- 
leased. As they say in show busi- 
ness, the handsome, athletic six- 
footer from Britain has “chem- 
istry.” 


More importantly, perhaps, Mc- 
Enery is a dedicated, intense, deep- 
thinking actor who will let nothing 
deter him from the mastery of his 
craft. He is a star performer in 
Peter Shaw’s now famous Royal 
Shakespearean Company, and re- 
gardless of the comparatively low 
salary his performances bring, re- 
fuses to let higher paying film of- 
fers interfere with his stage work. 
During the strenuous “Donegal” 
shooting, in which he was on eall 
for 50 of the 59 days required to 
shoot the picture, he simultaneously 
appeared at Stratford-on-Avon in 
“The Merchant of Venice’ and 
“The Jew of Malta.” 


“It was a physical demand and 
a mental one,” he says, “but it also 
had many advantages because a fel- 
low can get bogged down in one 
particular atmosphere. To be able 
to get away to a different medium, 
a different style of acting and ac- 
tors, and different techniques is 
very stimulating.” 


In “Donegal,” McEnery plays a 
fiery Irish rebel who is imprisoned 
by a Viceroy of Queen Elizabeth’s 
to prevent an armed alliance of the 
Irish clans. With quarter stave, 
sword and battle axe, on horseback 
and on foot, he escapes twice from 
Dublin Castle, eludes a horde of 
Queen Elizabeth’s men, unites the 
Irish clans, helps defeat the English 
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invaders in a fiercely fought battle, 
and rescues his fair lady from her 
captors. He is in practically every 
foot of film, and was put through 
some of the most rigorous action 
sequences every required of an 
actor. 


But for Peter it was just the kind 
of role he enjoys most. “ ‘Donegal’ 
is sort of an Elizabethan version 
of Agent 007,” he says. “What ac- 
tor in his right mind wouldn’t jump 
at the chance of a swashbuckling 
role like this one.” 


Raised in Brighton, England, 
where his father ran a gift shop, 
Peter yearned to become an actor 
from the day his parents presented 
him with a toy theatre and hand 
puppets. When he was a gangling 
sixteen, he talked Brighton’s The- 
atre Royal manager into hiring 
him as an assistant stage manager 
and player of infinitesimal parts. 


This set a pattern of tentative 
sorties into the world of theatre, 
interspersed with stints in one or 
another of his father’s several pros- 
perous gift shops, to keep busy. 
Eventually he garnered an agent, 
and with him an understudy role 
in a_ stage presentation called 
“Flowering Cherry.” 


The West End, London’s Broad- 
way, became his stamping ground, 
then television, and finally motion 
pictures. “The Fighting Prince of 
Donegal” is his fifth movie. His 
first was with John Mills in “Tunes 
of Glory,” his second with Dirk 
Bogarde in “The Victim.” Then he 
starred in “The Moon-Spinners,” 
and recently appeared opposite 
Jane Fonda in the Roger Vadim 
directed drama, “The Suite.” 


McEnery’s stage appearances 
have been numerous and_ note- 
worthy. He scored solidly in the 
West End production, “Next Time 
I'll Sing to you,” in 1968, and has 
been a star of the Royal Shake- 
spearean Company for five years. 


Peter is basically shy, and liter- 
ally awed by his immense popu- 
larity with the younger set. His 
hobbies are skin diving, water ski- 
ing, fencing and photography.

Love has been the chief mo- 
tivation in the life of Susan 
Hampshire, beautiful British 
actress who stars with Peter 
McEnery in Walt Disney’s 
feature-length action picture, 
“The Fighting Prince of Don- 
egal.” 


“When I was a child,” says 
Susan, “and doing very badly 
in school, a teacher told me 
that if I wanted to be loved I 
would have to do something 
about it.

The next time the brown-eyed 
beauty was inspired by that Old 
Black Magic was during the mak- 
ing of Disney’s Paul Gallico story, 
“The Three Lives of Thomasina,” 
with Patrick McGoohan.

The next 
thing I knew there were six rabbits, 
four cats, a deer, a badger, a fox 
and a Mynah bird, all sharing my 
little apartment. We got along ter- 
ribly well, although I managed to 
shock a few people who dropped in 
to see me.” 


Susan’s latest love-inspired ad- 
venture was a fabulous journey 
from London to Moscow, then to 
Peking via the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
way, and back. “I’ve always thought 
that most of the world’s problems 
have resulted from a lack of com- 
munication,” she said. “If more of 
us could go to places like Russia 
and China and learn to understand 
the people, and they us, I don’t 
think there could be so much war 
and hate.”

MICHAEL O’HERLIHY, 
EX-DIALOGUE COACH,

It is one thing to go from dia- 
logue coach to full-fledged motion 
picture director and quite another 
to direct a 30-foot yawl from Ire- 
land to Miami, Florida. But that is 
exactly how things have happened 
for Dubliner Michael O’Herlihy, 
who maestroes Walt Disney’s new 
swashbuckling adventure, “The 
Fighting Prince of Donegal.” 


The feature is Michael’s first 
full-length cinema venture, but di- 
recting is certainly not new to him. 
He has handled more than 100 hours 
of television time for series like

In 1957, at the advice of his 
screen-star brother, Dan O’Herlihy, 
the adventurous Michael sailed to 
America in a thirty-foot boat to 
seek his fortune in Hollywood. In 
those early years he worked in any 
movie capacity he could find, in- 
cluding one stint as dialogue coach 
on Disney’s “Darby O’Gill and the 
Little People.” Whether it was the 
luck of the Irish or not, television 
soon gave him a directing oppor- 
tunity, and he has been piling up 
credits ever since.

DISNEY STAR AND SHAKESPEARIAN 


A sleek white sports car 
streaking along Britain’s first 
motorway, the M1, through- 
out the summer months car- 
ried Britain’s latest young man 
in a hurry — Peter McEnery. 


Reason was that Peter, 25, tall 
and handsome, was trying to be in 
two places at once. 


Not only was he appearing in 
two plays at Stratford-upon-Avon, 
“The Merchant of Venice” and “The 
Jew of Malta,” but he was film- 
ing a hundred miles away in the 
starring lead role in Walt Disney’s 
feature motion picture, “The Fight- 
ing Prince of Donegal.” 


This was his timetable: 


“If I was filming I had to get up 
at 6:45 A.M. to get to the Studios 
by 8:00,” Peter explains. “I would 
film all day. 


“If I was at Stratford the next 
evening it would mean getting up 
at 6:45, be at the Studios at 8, and 
film until one o’clock. Then I would 
drive to Stratford and get there at 
4:30 P.M. 


“T would then get ready for the 
6:30 performance, leave the theatre 
around 11 and drive straight back 
to Pinewood for filming the next 
day. I’d get back around 1:30 A.M. 
At 8 I would be awakened again. 


“If I had a matinee, naturally, I 
didn’t film that day after finishing 
work the previous evening at 5:50. 
I would drive to Stratford in the 
morning, do the matinee of ‘The 
Merchant of Venice’ and the eve- 
ning performance of ‘The Jew of 
Malta.’ 


“T did this twice a week and 
Saturdays sometimes, too.” 


On top of this, Peter’s make-up 
for his acclaimed role as Ithanor in 
“The Jew of Malta” took him two 
hours to put on. 


“At one time it took me two and 
a half hours,” he explains, “but I’ve 
now got it down to a fine art.” 


For 50 days out of a shooting 
schedule of 59 Peter was filming 
the title role, Hugh O’Donnell, in 
“Prince of Donegal.” 


“It was a physical demand and a 
mental one,” he reflects. “But it had 
its advantages working in two dif- 
ferent mediums, 


“Tf it could be worked out in the 
future the same way, I would do 
it again.”

Susan Hampshire, Lady of High Spirits, 
Stays in Character for ‘Donegal’ Role 


Although, as a thoroughly trained 
English girl with an all-English 
background and _ outlook, Susan 
Hampshire goes over to the in- 
surgent Irish side in Walt Disney’s 
feature motion picture, “The Fight- 
ing Prince of Donegal,” she isn’t 
stepping out of character one little 
bit. 


For all her West End and tele- 
vision and motion picture experi- 
ence, Susan is an adventuress of a 
type that the real sixteenth cen- 
tury Donegal would have admired 
and loved with the fervor Peter 
McEnery lends the character in the 
picture. 


She is honey-haired and brown- 
eyed. She has the face and figure 
of a highly-paid model. In fact, 
she has appeared as a mannequin 
on English magazine covers, She 
can wrest tears from the hardest 
of heart, as she so well did in “The 
Three Lives of Thomasina.” 


But when Susan’s not before the 
cameras, she turns into a regular 
Amelia Earhart. After winding up 
“Thomasina,” for instance, she de- 
cided that it would be a good idea 
to pay a visit to the late Dr. Al- 
bert Schweitzer at his jungle hos- 
pital. Without telling anyone, she 
hopped a jet to Leopoldville, then 
chartered a light plane to the in- 
terior, took a long river ride in a 
canoe and walked the rest of the 
way. The great man, nearing the 
end of his years and still burdened 
by the strain of caring for the sick, 
warmed up to the pretty English 
girl and invited her to be his guest 
for two weeks. 


And then, at this writing, she 
was planning a trip that might 
make an Agent 007 quail: a 7,400- 
mile trip round the globe including 
Moscow and Peking, via the trans- 
Siberian railway, all by her lone- 
some. 


Born in the war-shattered Lon- 
don of 1940 where her dad was a 
director of a huge chemical firm, 
Susan was educated at a private 
school run by her mother, a former 
Sadler’s Wells ballerina. 


At three she began training to be 
a ballet dancer, and at fifteen 
danced in the chorus of the London 
Festival Ballet. But ballet dancers 
mostly come in small packages, so 
when Susan hit five feet six inches, 
suddenly she had outgrown that 
field of endeavor, literally. She 
turned to jewelry-designing, found 
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it “terribly boring,” and eventually 
joined a small repertory company. 


“IT did scads of plays, usually 
badly, made millions of cups of tea, 
usually quite well, and learned a 
lot about acting,” she says. 


Susan struggled through stage, 
television and bit-movie roles before 
making the grade in a musical, 
“Follow That Girl.” 20th Century- 
Fox offered her a long-term con- 
tract on the basis of several excel- 
lent television performances, but 
she politely turned them down. 


“Thomasina” got her into the 
limelight, and led to a role oppo- 
site Albert Finney in “Night Must 
Fall.” This was followed by a 
British musical, “Wonderful Life;” 
a wacky movie, ‘Swingers Para- 
dise;” a French motion picture, 
“Paris in August,’ and a _ long- 
running West End play, “Past Im- 
perfect;” which she left to accept 
“The Fighting Prince of Donegal.” 


In “Donegal” she plays pretty 
Kathleen McSweeney, daughter of 


the English-hating Lord Mc- 
Sweeney, and the lady Donegal 
loves.

WILD IRISHMAN, FAST ENGLISHMAN 


JOIN FORCES FOR WALT DISNEY 


It took an adventurous Irish- 
man who crossed the Atlantic 
in a small boat some years ago 
to successfully storm Holly- 
wood, and a fast traveling 
Englishman capable of driv- 
ing a hundred miles to and fro 
between Shakespeare and Dis- 
ney several times a week, to 
put together the wild and 
woolly likes of Walt Disney’s 
swashbuckling feature, ‘The 
Fighting Prince of Donegal.” 


And thus “Fighting Prince,” 
based on a well-paced script any- 
way, carries more action per lineal 
foot of film than anything since 
Disney’s “Rob Roy” and its early- 
time live-action ilk, filmed, too, in 
the historic precincts of old Eng- 
land. 


The Irishman is Michael O’Her- 
lihy, who stepped out of his wind- 
and-wave-battered 30-foot yawl to 
work as dialogue director for 
Walt’s “Darby O’Gill and the Little 
People” nine years ago, and thence 
moved on to become one of the 
most sought-after directors in tele- 
vision. 


And the Englishman, of course, 
is that youthful and swiftly-becom- 
ing-famous actor, Peter McEnery, 
who got himself readily in the Eng- 
lish prints for his cross-country 
sprints between Pinewood Studios 


and other “Prince” locations on the 
one hand, and Stratford-on-Avon 
on the other, to play in not one but 
two stage productions, “The Mer- 
chant of Venice” and “The Jew 
of Malta.” 


That was the way it went all 
through the months of production; 
action and more action, what with 
the massive battles between Irish 
and English, the horseback chases, 
jail breaks and whatnot. This is a 
story of Elizabethan times when 
the British decided to make cer- 
tain no Spanish invasion could be 
launched via Irish shores. The 
Prince of Donegal was one of the 
fighting gents who got in the Eng- 
lish way. The prince, of course, is 
played by McEnery. 

Dublin-born O’Herlihy loved di- 
recting Irish armies against the 
English. 

“T killed 400 Englishmen to one 
of the Irish,” he laughs in retro- 
spect. 

Between “Darby O’Gill” and 
“Donegal,” the latter his first 
movie as a director, Michael has 
maestroed numberless well-known 
TV shows, including “The Man 
Brom UN; CG: bs,- Mr Novak,” 
“The Richard Boone Show,” “Raw- 
hide,” “Gunsmoke,” and with actor 
brother Dan starring, one of the 
“Profile” series. 

At the moment he is concen- 
trating on a Disney production 
called “Willie and the Yank.” 


THE STORY 


(NOT FOR PUBLICATION) 


In the sixteenth century the 
British Isles are ablaze with 
hatred and rebellious spirits as 
England maintains power over 
the bordering nations. The 
Irish are especially angered be- 
cause England’s Queen Eliza- 
beth has established several 
garrisons throughout their 
countryside in fear of a Span- 
ish invasion through Ireland. 


There exists a legend of the 
Irish clan O’Donnell: ‘When 
Hugh succeeds Hugh, Ireland 
shall be free!” Queen Eliza- 
beth knows a legend can’t de- 
feat her armies, but the spirit 
caused by it might, and she 
fears a rebellion of the North- 
ern clans. 


When the Prince of Donegal, 
Hugh O’Donnell, dies, he is_suc- 
ceeded by his only son, Red Hugh. 
Although the young O’Donnell is 
deeply saddened by his father’s 
passing, he quickly realizes his re- 
sponsibilities according to legend 
and hurries off to McSweeney 
Castle to convince the neighboring 
clans to unite. 


Upon arrival he informs Lord 
McSweeney of the recent happen- 
ing. With all the clans represented, 
the young prince explains that he 
wants no fight, only a treaty with 
the English. But if a fight comes, 
they must unite to win. 


Hugh is on the battlements of 
the castle with McSweeney’s beau- 
tiful daughter, Kathleen, when he 
notices an English merchant ship 
anchored in the harbor. The Cap- 
tain comes ashore to invite Lord 
McSweeney and Hugh aboard. It is 
a trap. McSweeney is let go, but 
the fiery young prince is held and 
taken to Dublin castle, where he is 
told he must remain until the an- 
gered clans settle down. At the 
first sign of Irish aggression, Hugh 
is to hang. 


In jail Hugh is provoked into a 
fight with the English Captain 
Leeds, and gains the respect and 
friendship of a _ fellow prisoner, 
Sean O’Toole, who helps him es- 
cape, O’Donnell’s freedom is brief 
and soon the hated Captain Leeds 
has him in the dungeons again, 
this time in irons. 


In an effort to free the fiery 
young prince, Lord McSweeney, 
Kathleen, and a young Irish clans- 
man, Henry O’Neill, come to offer 
a treaty to the Viceroy at Dublin 
castle: a guarantee to defend the 
shores of Ireland against Spanish 
invasion. In the absence of the 
Viceroy they find the embittered 
and rude Captain Leeds in charge. 
He rejects the treaty without hesi- 
tation. Young O’Neill becomes out- 
raged, and Leeds throws him in the 
dungeon with Hugh and Sean. 


The three immediately start plan- 
ning their escape, and their efforts 
are increased even more when it is 
learned that Hugh is to be sent to 
the Tower of London. By bribing 
a young prison boy they escape 
in time, but are forced to leave 
Sean behind. Only after Henry is 
wounded are they able to reach two 
horses waiting outside the castle 
walls. 


While Captain Leeds marches his 
army to Donegal castle, the ex- 
hausted twosome rest at the home 
of an Irish woman and her three 
daughters to wait for Henry’s 
wounds to heal. When they hear 
that Donegal has been taken by 
Leeds and that Kathleen and Hugh’s 
mother, Ineen, are English pris- 
oners, they waste no time in re- 
turning to McSweeney castle to 
formulate a plan of attack. 


Camouflaged by darkness, the 
main force gathers outside the 
gates of Donegal while a small 
raiding party breaks into the castle. 
In the confusion, Hugh raises the 
gate for the main force. 


Kathleen and Ineen lock them- 
selves in the tower, but English 
soldiers break the door down under 
the orders of Captain Leeds. Just 
before Leeds reaches them, Hugh 
arrives, and the two battle on the 
tower stairway. The young prince 
soon defeats his hated opponent, 
but instead of killing him, he offers 
a treaty. As a further condition, 
Leeds is to remain prisoner until 
Sean is released from Dublin castle. 


At the victory celebration Red 
Hugh is happily re-united with his 
beloved Kathleen, and the clans of 
Ireland rest secure in the strength 
of their being united. 


SCOTSMAN CLICKS AS IRISH LORD 
IN WALT DISNEY’S ‘FIGHTING PRINCE’ 


Character actors like the late 
Charles Laughton and Robert New- 
ton are about as scarce as life on 
the moon these days. So when an 
actor comes along who can deliver 
a performance with the force and 
conviction of Andrew Keir, a king- 
sized Scotsman who plays the fear- 
less leader of an Irish clan in Walt 
Disney’s action-packed motion pic- 
ture, “The Fighting Prince of Done- 
gal,” his future is assured. 


Keir is a burly, bearded giant 
who was first discovered in the coal 
mines of Scotland by the famed 
impressario, Tyrone Guthrie.

“T’ve had a warm spot in my 
heart for the great producer ever 
since,” says the affable actor.

The Irish, who are famous for 
donnybrooks, never had it so good, 
nor the English so bad, as in 
Walt Disney’s swinging, stinging, 
pate-busting brannigan called “The 
Fighting Prince of Donegal.” 


The fighting prince is played by 
an Englishman with an Irish name,

Peter McEnery, the 25- 
year-old Shakespearean devo- 
tee whom Walt Disney picked 
to star in “The Fighting 
Prince of Donegal,’ might 
have thought he was enroll- 
ing in a school of self defense 
when he signed to do the 
swashbuckling feature-length 
motion picture. The spirited 
and athletic young English 
actor finds himself swordfight- 
ing, fist fighting, horseback 
riding and demonstrating the 
art of the quarter staff in the 
role of a fiery young rebel 
prince. 


Luckily, thanks to a contract with 
the Royal Shakespearean Company 
at Stratford-upon-Avon, Peter has 
become an expert with the sword, 
and with either left and/or right 
hand, But for this exacting picture, 
that wasn’t good enough for him 
and he went to the London School 
of Fencing to polish up. 


Fisticuffs-wise, he had no prob- 
lems at all, and in fact, refused a 
double for even the most active and 
dangerous scenes, 


Said stunt advisor Rupert Evans, 
“We had a stuntman ready to take

over for McEnery on the really 3 
tricky sequences, but we never had 
to use him. Peter is a natural 
athlete with wonderful co-ordina- 
tion.” 


But the art of quarter staff fight- 
ing was new to McEnery. One of 
the most exciting scenes in “The 
Fighting Prince of Donegal” is a 
rough-and-tumble fight with staves 
between Peter and the veteran 
Scots actor, Gordon Jackson, For 
weeks both had to practice their 
new art under the careful super- 
vision of Evans in order to make 
the proper showing. 


“The art of quarter-staff fight- 
ing is hardly known in the British 
Isles of today, but it was very 
popular during the middle ages,” 
Evans explained. “In those times, 
all unofficial arms were confis- 
cated and, to defend themselves, 
people started using poles fash- 
ioned from the branches of young 
trees. Jackson and McEnery got 
into the 16th century spirit and 
became quite proficient after learn- 
ing the techniques and taking 
some time out for practice.”

After 
“The Fighting Prince of Donegal,” 
she made “Paris in August” with 
Charles Azvanour, for which she 
received rave reviews.

Not that many people would recognize the resurrected Irish 
capitol, because it was a 16th Century Dublin that Walt Disney 
rebuilt on the rolling English countryside, for his swash- 
buckling feature motion picture, “The Fighting Prince of 
Donegal.” 


Always a stickler for authenticity, Disney insisted that his story 
about a fiery Irish prince who escapes twice from Dublin Castle to battle 
the English be filmed in realistic Elizabethan era settings. Walt dis- 
covered that virtually nothing is left of Dublin as it looked long ago 
and that Dublin Castle, where the fiery Prince of Donegal is imprisoned, 
by the English in the film story, is now an unimpressive hall of records. 

So he assigned art director Maurice Carter the painstaking task of 
re-creating great sections of ancient Dublin on an acre of English ground 
near Pinewood Studios. Carter, who was nominated for an Academy 
Award for the sets in “Becket,” researched the archives so that he might 
do the job authentically. 

“They are certainly the biggest and most impressive sets I have done 
since ‘Becket,’ ” says Carter. “The street sets include 150 houses, and are 
authentic right down to the names of the streets, like Salvation Alley, 
Castle Walk, and others.” 


The enormous castle and its moat, drawbridge, entrance, secret pas- 
sageways, dungeons, and courtyard represent a tremendous undertaking, 
and the setting for one of the most exciting screen battles since the 
pirate Brannigan in Disney’s “Swiss Family Robinson.”
